Keiiiiicky. for many 
years a resident of Ardmore. hroimht 
iliii information to the Kiinln<k.\ 
colony here lo-nlglit. Ardmore has 
been since It.s formation the home of 
very many former residents of West- 
ern and Southern Kentucky. The 
Cruces, and Bennetts, the Maxwell*, 
the Johnsons, all rasldenta of Weat- 
I'lin Kentucky, and the HeraliU and 
others, of Sonllieni Kentucky, long 
haye heeii iinmii^: llie leailiim profes- 
sional and husincKS men and among 
the wealthiest of the city. 

While aH of them escaped with 
Mielr lives and limbs, practically all 
of them are big property looers. The 
entire front of the Ardmore National 
Bank, of which former Cnv. Cruce 
for years was the president and still

was destroyed, while husiness houses 
helongiuK t|o ,liidKe Herald, A. ('.

New Orleans, Sept. 30. — Sixteen 
are dead, scores are Injured, tele- 
graph aad talapkoBe wiraa ara down 

and probably damage to the extent 
of mllliona reaulted In .New Orleans 
from the hurricane cf yesterday, 
('aptaia C. J. Mengaa, of Cincinnati, 
f tha ntubnrg Coal Uompaay,, and 
several deckhaada were drowned. 
Two thousand men started to work 
this afternoon cleaning the streets 
of the debris. It is believed that 
the electric light plant will bo in 
operation by to-morrow afternoon, 
straat eata ara nmainc o« oaly a 
few llnaa. 

New Orieans, (ria Baton Rouge), 
Sept. 30. — Of the sev -n known dead 
of yesterday's hurrlciuie, three were 
drowned an<l four were killed in a 
structul'e which colla:)sed. Two of 
the drowned were blown overboard 
from the steamer Creole. The Cre- 
ole reported by wireless early to-day 
a number of bodiea were aean float- 
ing down the Miaataaippi and houses 
for miles were demolished. 

.Maii.v i)iirks, scattered throughout 
the city, sutler. mI daiMago to trees. 
Shrubbery that can not be replaced 
in years, waa ruined. 

From every part of the city came 
reporto of property damage and a 
number of widely known landmarka 
showed etreeta of the wind. 

On the river front many amall 
vessels were swamned. 

Lake Poncliatrain rose twelve feet 
durlUK tlie storm, sending water over 
the seawall, floodlnfi; .MllneburK. 

OfflclaU of railroad and telegraph 
companlaa U^day aald It will ba sev- 
eral daya before aortnal aarriea of 
New. Orleans with the outalde world 
would be resumed. 

The maximum velocity of the 
wind, the weather bureau reported, 
was 120 to i:fO miles, the hiKhest 
sustained velocity being eighty-six 
milea. An unofficial estimate placed 
the damage at IS.OOO.OOO. 

Mobile. Ala., Sept SO.— ^e West 
Indian hurricane that apent ita force 
last niKht aRainst New Orleaua. took 
toll of at least two-score lives, and 
did extensive |)roperly daiiinKe along 
the central gulf coast, according to 
advices coming in slowly to-night 
over crippled Unea of communica- 
tion. 

Most of the loaa of Ufa waa re- 
ported at Prenler, and Manahac, La. 

The railroad agent at the former 
town teieRrai)lied eight wliife per- 
sons and seventeen negroes were 
drowned, and maii-y Injured when 
the wind drove the waters of Lake 
Ponchatraia Into the atreeU. 

At Manahae the aaetlta foreman 
said sixteen negro laborera ware re- 
ported drowned. 

Two children lost ttMr. UvM at 
I'ascagoula, .Miss. 

Two men were eleCtrOOltad haTO 
by wires torn down. 

Several other deaths wara rapori- 
ed in isolated aectlona. 

The low diatriota la a aumbar of 
other cities along tha ooaat are 
flooded. Three foot of water la re- 
ported at Slidell, La., on the eaat 
bank of l.iike I'onchatrain, and there 
is lieavy proiuity damage. The 
water Is two feet deep on the streets 
of Coden, Miss. 

At Oulfport, Mtaa., four ateamers, 
including the Britiah BIrehwood, pf 
1,800 tona, were waakad over the 
wharves and are now. faat aground. 

Sixty persons are marooned on 
box cars at Freiiler, and miles Of 
track in tli.it seition were washed 
away. The .New Orleans Northwest- 
ern railroad bridge over Lake Pon- 
chatralB is under aaveral feet of wa- 
ter.

The Americas plowmen are Intereeted In sea eom- 
merce. It Is expeaslve and likewise humiliating to have 
to salute a foreign fiag every flmo a farmer wants to sblp 
a bushel of wheat, a bale of cotton or a pound of farm 
products across the ocean. The American farmer is en- 
titled to the protection of his flag In sending his products 
across the sea, and Congrese should give such encourage- 
ment to shipping mtaroau as ia asnisasi j to aaat larolgB 
competition In oeeaa commarea. A raeaat bill kaown as 
the Seaman's BUI became a law under the President's 
signature and Mr. R. P. Schwerin, vice-president of the 
Pacific Mall Steamship Ooavaay, wkea aaked to daflaa 
this law and outiia* tls aSsot nitm AaMrloaa ma^gtip 
Unea, said In part: 
"Tfca bm pravMoa tkat ao ship of aay nationality 'shall be permitted to 
«t from aay port of tbe UnUed autes naleaa she has on board a crew 
not less than seventy-five per centum of wkiek, la aaek daparteaat thereof 
Is sble to understand any order given by tba ofleers of suek vaaaal, aor 
unless forty per centum In the first year, forty-flve per centum la tko second 
year, fifty per centum in the third year, fifty five per centum ia tke fourth 
year after the passage of this Act, and, thereafter sixty-five par nialnm of bar 
deck crew, exclusive of itoaMad ulllciaig BBd apgNBllaia^ fir* at a latlaa aat 

less than able seamen. 

"Tbe oversea trade of tka world la competitive, therefore the original 
cost of the ship aad tka a p at a tloa of tbe ship have to be reckoned with In 
tbe kaaa compatltlOB of thaaa rival aatioaa with one aaothar. Tka Ortoatal 
aaUor la obedient and oompatent aad is the cheapest sailor Ib the world. 
It la therefore manifestly clear that If this law applied to all nationalities 
la the transpacific traffic, all would be on the. same economic basis, but It 
works a single hardship to all the ships of the world, except the Japanese 
and American ships, and with the latter It works two hardships. With the 
European, the cost of constructing a ship is no higher than tbe cost of con- 
structing a Japanese ship, but if they had to provMa Duropean crews, while 
the Japanese operated witk Japanese crawa, tka eoBdltioa of competition 
would be suck tkat tkey eooM not overcome ue kaadloap aad tkay wouM be 
drivea off. But tko Amerlegh sblp would have to contend not only with the 
tremendous Ineraaae of cost of wage in the substitution of the Ehiropean crew 
for the Chinese crew, but also the greater Initial cost of the ship. As tbe 
Japanese have now done away with their Europ«>an otBcers and Japanese 
crews, all of whom speak a common langUaRe, there Is no difficulty for them 
te comply with all the conditions of the bill and continue their Japanese 
crews, with Oriental wages. 

"Tbe law, therefore, instead of assisting the Ameriean ship, adds another 
haavy bnrdaa. wblla H plaoaa none wkatavar apas tke Japaaeae akip, but, on 
tka eoatrary, taraa avar te tke Japaaaae tka trafllo of the Paellle Ocean, 
wMek tbe AaatloaB abtp la foroad to forego by aet of Congress of tbe 
IMlaa StMaa."

In the leffeiid of the itolden flpere 
Nea bidden the remr<l of nn iinctent 
raetbod of tbe Tllxirenl. the eons of 
Tubal, for tbo collection of gnid The 
north coast of Asin .Minor prodnce<l 
large qiinnlltlc<< of the lueclons inetnis 
as well ns copiic atid Iron Cold wan 
found In the «ra\el. ns often bnp|ieii'« 
still In sireams dr.iliiliii; from cop|M'r 
regions. The gold in copper ores, orlg 
Innlly containing Inslgnitic nnt nmounts 
of tlie |irec|ous meliil. mi umiilatrs In 
the ctHirsp of ngps and simietimes forms 
placers of aslonisliing rh liness 

The ancient Tlbareni washed tin- 
gold bearing gravel first l>y iKMiiiilng. 
which concentrated the gold Into reia- 
tlvel,v smull aiiioiints of s.ind This 
was then collected and wiulied through 
sluices having the liottiun^ lined with 
sheepskins The gold would sink Into 
the wool. Willie tlie sand would be 
washed nway In tbe swift current, 
writes roaneaay do Kalb to tbo Min- 
ing Age. 

'i'lie skin* were temoveii from the 
Blnlce.s, the com-siT gold aliaUen out, 
and the fleeces, still glittering with the 
yellow metal, wi re hung upon boughs 
fo drv so tliat tile rest of the gold 
miglit he beaten from tliem snd saved. 
The early (Jrccli mariners, witnessing 
this proi css. carried home talcs of tlie 
wonderful riches of a land where a 
warlike race of mlnera bung golden 
rieecea npon tbo trm to tbo grove of 

Ares, 

The natives of the COmtrjT of Tubal 
Cain still cull tlie high grade coiiper 
ore and break It Into smalls, which 
they cover with wood and roast to 
matte: they still work the matte In 
foru'clike fiirnnces to black coiiper. 
wlilcli they shl|i to Alexandrefia ami 
to Kuxine ports, 'i'liey still make the 
fc. ninns carbonized Iron that was c«Je- 
liraied ns Damascus steel becniiseJIt 
was distributed through this mart"o 
the rest of the world after reccHvlnit a 
Dntab by local Damaaoene workmen.
